Fauourable Lord and friend,the warres in the Ern- 
pire are made in the Empire with enough diſorder, 
and it ſcemerh that the Duke of gz#eris doth bur little 
preuaile with his forces; And Tilley impoueriſheth the 
Country by the contributions : He faveurs much the 
Biſhop of wirtzbergh, bur it is to be feared that hee is 
_ able to helpe his Lordſhip much in his preten- 
10n. 

Concerning the peace or warre of Hwngary,we (hal 
now ſoone know what will be the Hungarian d 
which vpon ſome new condicions offered by the 

ur, is now begunne at Odenbargh, where the Em- 
mes met with « 00. horſe and foote. The Ambaſſa- 
dours of Bethlew Gabor , and the States of Hangarie 
with 12000. And the Lord Budeemi went thither with 
6000, men.
